School Report 


FOR 1HE YEAR ENDING FEB. 20, 18638. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Wakefield : 


At the darkest and dreariest period of American history; when 
the *‘war cloud” hag overshadowed our national horizon; when dis- 
aster, defeat and death has essailed our armies; when grief,desolation 
and discouragement weigh down the spirit of our nation, we are re- 
quired to report the educational progress of our town another year. 
In times like these, it is especially gratifying to think that however 
destructive a state of war may be to the progress of civilization in 
some sections of our country, some of the ‘institutions of peace” have 
still been cultivated. Here in New England, at least, the cause of 
education has not faltered nor failed. In all our different seminaries 
of learning, the great process has been silently but surely going on, of 
fitting the minds of the rising generation for the responsibilities they 
are soon to assume. It we can ever value the advantages of free goy- 
érnment and the blessings of free institutions, it must be at a time 
like the present, when such blessings seem in danger of slipping from 
our grasp. I1f we are proud of our national rank among tke na- 
tions of the earth ; if we are vain of the progress that our nation has 
made in so comparatively a short time, in science and literature, in 
mechanical inventions, in the arts of useful life, or even in the arts 
of war, we can but feel that our system of universal Free Hducation 
has been the principal agency in affecting results so extraordinary. 
This system the Puritans establi hed here two hundred years ago, 
and bequeathed to their descendants to perpetuate and improve. How 
true we have been to the trust committed to our hands, let the im- 
proved condition of common schools in the Pilgrim State alone tes- 
tify. Here from the lard of ree schools has gone forth a moral and 
Intellectuai power that has been heard and felt throughout the world ; 
and wherever the New Hngland emigrant hes made his way, his in- 
tellectual superiority has shown itself. Such a statement may seem 
like boasting, but experience will bear out the assertion, that of all 
American inventions useful to man, three-fourths of them have re- 
sulted from New England genius. All the New England States have 
not fayored the diffusion of knowledge to the same extent, yet all have 
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shown a commendable spirit in improving their primary institutions 
of learning. If our own State has lagged behind in the work, it has 
not been from unwillingness or indifference to the cause, but from 
means unequal to the occasion. _ While some other States support 
their common schools either wholly or in part by funds established for 
the purpose, New Hampshire relies principally upon appropriations 
directed by law, upon town aid and occasional assistance trom private 
sources. Still, notwithstanding the want of such fostering means as 
other States possess, some progress has been made in the educational 
condition of ovr communities. In regard to educational progress 
in our town, many changes} have taken place from, time to 
time in the condition of our schools, some of which may seem of 
doubtful utility to the captious, still from most of these ehanges un- 
questionable advantage is derived. | By comparing the present with 
the past, we find that the standard of scholarship has been elevated in 
most of our institutions of learning, although the average age of the 
- scholars is much less than formerly ; that proportionally higher wages 
are paid to teachers; that teachers, in consequence of better compen. 
sation come fitted by a better preparation for the duties of their yoca- 
tion; that females in the winter terms are employed much oftener 
now than formerly ; that the terms of both summer and winter schools 
have been essentially lengthened out ; that insubordination is of rare 
occurrence now; that a better classification generally prevails; that 
our schools are better provided-with text-books ; that these text-books 
in most instances are better adapted for instrueting. youth ; that the 
methods of imparting instruction are much more simplified ; that State 
aid and legislative enactments have rendered effectual assistance ; 
that private contributions have prolonged our schools in many instan- 
ces, that the improved condition of our school houses has contrib- 
uted to the comfort and encouragement of the pupils; and,finally, that 
increased interest in the education of youth is shown by their parents 
and guardians. Still, notwithstanding these improved changes in our 
school system, many defects and deficiencies still exist. A few of 
of these, as they suggest themselves, we may find time to point out in 
our investigation as we prooeed, and propose such remedies ag seem 
advisable. In any strictures which we may be led to make in this 
discharge of our duty, it is neither our purpose nor our wish to ag- 
grieve any one, but simply to discharge with impartial hand such 
“praise or censure as the occasion demands, 

All of our schools have been in operation during some portion of 
the year, but with varying degrees of success--while none have com- 
pletely failed, some have reflected much credit both on the teachers 
and the pupils. All the districts have bad both a summer and a win- 
ter term of school, each of réspectable length. Some have prolonged 
their terms - by skilful financiering and gratuitous contributions in 
board and fuel. Most of the schools have now closed their terme of 
service-—a few are still in operation.

DISTRICT 1. (Old Road.) For the past two years the children 
of this district have attended to their intellectual development uader 
more favorable circumstances; a comfortable and commodious school 
house has been prepared for their reception, and the best instraction 
in most mstances procured. Under suck an improved state of affairs 
& corresponding improved condition of mental culture might reasona- 
bly be expected. This expectation hes been realized in but few instan- 
ces as yet. <A few acquit themselves very well in their scientific 
labors, but the mass are back ward, sluggish and indolent in a scholas- 
tic point of view. The examination of the school near the com- 
mencement of the summer term, was net such as to inspire the com- 
mittee with any very pleasurable emotions; and at the final visit, 
affairs, if possible, seemed to have grown worse. The teacher labored 
under disadvantage and to little purpose. In the winter term a change 
for the better had evidently taken place, A more advanced class of 
pupils was found, and the school appeared more orderly and attentive 
-toduty. The teacher made here his first attempt—a new business, 
and gave general satisfaction. A class in arithmetic were found well 
advanced, and well grounded in elementary principles. The first class 
in grammar displayed a fair knowledge of their mother tongue. There 
seems to be no reasonable excuse for the indifference to study, aud the 
low standard of scholarship generally prevailing in this district. The 


facilities tor education are es good as long terms of school, high wages. 


of teachers, and the conveniences of a comfortable school room can 
reasonably make them. A great irrégulerity of attendance is marked 
by both registers. More than a third part of the benefit of the winter 
term was entirely lost by this fault alone. According to the summer 
register, James. Wloutuian and Augusta Kimball were perfectly 
constant in their atteadance. More appear to have excelled in this 
respect in the wixter. 
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DISTRICT 2. (Corner.) Both terms were under the instruction 
of females, and the district deemed itself fortunate in the selection. 
Miss Knowles is a teacher of experience, and has generally satisfied 
the community where she has labored. She taught the winter school 
of the previous year in this district, and rendered herself a popular 
teacher. In her labors the present summer she tully sustained her 
previously acquired reputation. Hew teachers possess in a greater 
degree the art of encouraging their pupils along the pathway of know!l- 
edge; or are more prolific in resources, to awaken a new energy, when 
a flagging tendency has been manifested. At the close of the term a 
minute and critical examination revealed an accurate knowledge on 
the part of the pupils of the different branches of knowledge pursued. 
The lessons in reading appear to have received paiticular attention ; 
and the performances of several individuals in this exercise, elicited 
the admiration of the visitors present. “If the teacher was too gentle 
in discipline at times to her pupils, but few were disposed to abuse 
her indulgence. By the register Eddie A. Paul and Freddie E. 
Wentworth appear to have been perfectly regular in their attendance. 
The pupils of the winter school are favored with a term of unusual 
length, which is still in operation, The teacher came to her post of 
duty fitted by that preparation which only a thorough knowledge of 
books, and the practice acquired in the school-room, give. Hducated 
in the faith that “Order is Heaven’s first law,” she makes order the 
first law of the school room. . At both of our visits to the school, we 
found every thing in order, and the pupils attending to the duties be- 
fore them. No record is made of those constant in attendance, as no 
register has been returned. rf 

DISTRICT 3, (Pine River.) This district,employing the same 
lady to teach two terms, each of respectable length, has devoted more 
time to the cause of education than usual. The exercises of the 
school, for want of a better place, were conducted in an unoccupied 
house, which afforded room enough for all practical purposes, yet the 
conveniencies of such a place are poorly adapted to the requirements 
of even a small school. The working force of this seminary of learn- 
ing is necessarily weak, the pupils being few in number and youthful 
in years; an advanced state of knowledge, therefore, cannot be ex- 
pected here. The second term was not visited by the Committee, 
through ignorance of its operation. The teacher accredited to her 
pupils “good improvement in spelling and reading,” which sciences 
embrace about the whole of their intellectual pursuits. The educa- 
tional interests of this community have required about long enough 
the want of some suitsble school edifice ; and why the citizens have 
suffered their partially completed structure to stand neglected so long, 
is beyond our comprehension. If they wish to afford a mournful type 
of a disruptured Union here at the North, no better expedient could 
have been adopted, The regularity of this school merits especiai 
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commendation, The summer register awards to Etta O. Emerson, 
George F. Watson and Herbert A. Mathes the credit of constant reg- 
ularity, while the winter register awards equal merit to George F’. 
Watson, Herbert A. Mathes, Sarah M. Merrow, Etta QO. Emerson, 
Emma J. Mathes, Sierra M. Emerson and Flora A. Mathes. 

DISTRICT 4, (Witch Trott). This district, by employing a fo- 
male teacher for the winter school, as well as for the summer, length- 
ened out the time appropriated to mental-illumination essentially. 
We fear that the opportunities for scientific attainment were not im- 
proved in every instance. We feel assured that both teachers Jabor- 
ed earnestly and-faithfully for their pupils’ welfare ; but such efforts 
are rendered of little avail, unless rightly appreciated and improved. 
Yhe summer term was tooshert to admit of great mental culture, yet 
it was sufficiently long to weary both the teacher and the taught. 
The long winter term, under the care of a young lady of superior — 
qualifications, afforded unusual facilities for learning, and some mem- 
bers of the school gave promise at the end of the term, that they had 
not neglected their opportunities. A shade of indifference was per- 
ceptible in some, and of weariness in others ; the range of studies had 
evidently extended fast enough aud farenough. There is good mate« 
rial here for a school of high order; the will only is wanting. The 
school house in this district evidently needs a*renovating influence 
about this time, and if any contributions can be spared from the 
claims of war, no better investment can be made. 

DISTRICT 5, (Oak Hill). From a point of mediocrity, this 
school has steadily advanced, and now it ,holds a fair rank in schol- 
arship. This may be attributable in part to longer terms of school, 
and better teachers, but the energy ard ambition of a few minds cray- 
ing knowledge have done much more to produce this result. ‘he 
teacher of the summer schoo! instructed her pupils well in the ele- 
ments of knowledge and the principles of good order; she gave gen- 
eral satisfaction. In the winter term, in addition to the usual branches 
of study pursued ia our common schools, physiology, philosophy, his- 
tory and algebra were attended to with advantage. ‘The elass in al- 
gebra extended their mathematical knowledge farther than is required 
for admittance to some American colleges. The people of this dis- 
trict may take an honest pride in the possession of pupils so profic- 
ient, and consider themselves fortunate in securing the services of a 
teacher qualified to teach them. Uwing to the inclemency of the 
weather, we were unable to visit the school at the close, but we feel 
assured that the school has made a commendable advance in useful 
knowledge. <A private school, under the same teacher is now, in op- 
eration in this district. Such an enterprise is especially deserving of 
approbation, when retrenchment and economy are deemed absolutely 
necessary in every department of life. By the summer register, Geo. 
A. Cloutman, George Wiggin, Josiah U. Gerrish, Ella F. Farnham,

DISTRICT 6, (Hill). This district employed the same female 
teacher to instruct their children the past year. The school here was 
diccustomed in times that are past to take a high rank in scholarship, 
but the tendency in this respect in later years has been retrogressive. 
Miss Hill endeavored to render her pupils practical in those branches 
ander her direction. The winter term is usualiy long, and is-still in 
operation. We found here a large class in Coldurn’s Intellectual - 
Arithmetic which their teacher had assiduously and patiently train- 
ed to their duties, The summer gives to A. T. Wentworth, George 
Young, Delia Wentworth and Wrank Leighton, the credit of constant- 
ly attending. Of the winter term we have no record. The school 
is still in eperation and the register not returned. 

DISTRICT 7, (Hast Wakefield.) The school operations of this 
part of the town were comprised in a summer and winter term of the 
district school, together with an additional private term during a 
portion of the intervening vacation” The same lady presided over 
the workings of these different institutions. If any farther fact is 
necessary to establish her success in teaching, it is easily supplied ky 
a visit to the scene of her labors. Her method of procedure is slow 
and sure; by assigning such task as the capacity of ber pupils can 
fully comprehend, and requiring a strict performance of their duty, 
sue renders them thorough and accurate in all their studjes. At the 
voinmencement of the summer school we found the teacher surrounded 
by an luteresting group of ‘ little responsibilities” just entering upon 
the road to knowledge. At the closa of the winter term a commen- 
dable progress and proficiency had been made in all the different 
branches of knowledge pursued. The class in Colburn’s Jotellectual 
Arithmetic had finished the book, and were ready to solve any of the 
most perplexing problems. The neat and pleasing appearanceof the 
schoo! room, and the quiet and attentive deportment of this school has 
always attracted the attention of the committee, By the summer re- 
gister 9 excelled in punctuality—Geo. S. Dore, Melvin H. Nutter, 
Frank P. Stevens, Christina RK. Nutter, Melissa I. Nutter, Alice B. 
Nutter, Semantha Nutter, Addie E. Titcomb and Izetta Stevens. 
The winter record aceredits perfect regularity to the name of Mark 
W. Abbott, Melvin H. Nutter, Lizzie Nutter and Semantha Nutter. 

DISTRLCL 8, (Scribner.) The teacher of the summer school has 
had a long experience at the business, and has passed a large portion 
of her life annd the cares and perplexities of the school room. In 
most cases her labors have been satisfactory te those receiving them. 
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In her method of government she relies upon the efficacy of kind 
words and gentle means rather than on physical coertion. 


Tke winter term under female care, and by a slight abbreviation of 


the summer term, is prolonged to unusual length. It is still in opera- 
tion. At both examinations, every thing about the school reom wore 
an ait of erder and neatness. The prompt and ready manner of the 
scholars in their recitation, showed that they had not forgotten their 
udvantages. On our final visit to the school, we were pleased to 
meet many of the citizens and friends of education who seemed well 
pleased with the exercises. Miss Stevens has become almost a “ fix- 
ture” here, teachiug their school for the third time. If popularity is 
indicative of success, Miss Stevens has a flattering testimonial. The 
citizens of this district wisely think their school affairs too important 
to be left to chan ce, to the teacher, or even to the care of the superin- 
tending committee; they choose to visit the school room and judge 
for themselves. According to the register Edwin P. Burley and 
Charles H. Dearborn were constant in attendance during the summer, 
and Charles H. Dearborn, Augnstus Dearborn, Hdwin P. Burley and 
Fredelena Burley were perfect in regularity during the winter, 

DISTRICT 9, (Union).. Under better auspices than ever in their 
history before, the chi'dren in this district were enabled to cultivate 
t heir minds the past year ; no longer “cabin cribbed confined” in the 
* ‘strait’ limits of their former quarters, their ]'mbs found ample room 
for expansion in a beautiful and commodious school edifice, just com- 
pleted for their reception. Under the belief that a recollection of 
former miseries renders us grateful for present blessings, we were pre- 
pared to find on our first visit to thcir temple of learning,a quiet,orderly, 
tractable and thankful collection of youth, all cager in the pursuit of 
knowledge. In this we were uuhappily disappointed; the prospect 
was far from prepossessing ; a chavs of disorder, and a Babel of con- 
fusion prevailed. The institution closed iwformally and without the 
required notice. It was visited but once, in consequence, by the 
committee, which was quite enough under existing circumstances. 
Miss Coleman sought the best interest of her scholars, but a superhu- 
man perversity on the part of some rendered her efforts, we fear, of 
little use. The teacher of the winter school succeeded in reducing 
the chaotic elements to a condition more resembling order. Mr. 
Roberts is an earnest, energetic teacher, and his methed of conducting 
the exercises of his school, is thorcugh and impartial, The majority 
of the school are backward, but a few individuals are found here veil 
advanced, and thorough in elementary principles. The citizens of 
this community will receive the thanks of the rising generation for 
their enterprise in building-so elegant a structure for educations} pur- 
poses, but they have need to see that a vandal spirit of demolition in 
the rising generation no more defaces the interna! beauty of their 
structure, According to the register, a great irregularity of attend- 
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ance prevails here—no less than 780 days of absence and $93 in- — 
stances of tardiness being recorded for the summer term. The record 
. of the first six weeks—the period that the winter term has been in 
operation—stinds : number of days lost to the school 343, number of 
instances of tardiness 278. Thus more than a third part of the 
whole advantage of the school ig lost to those especially needing its 
benefit Only one scholar during the summer term appears to have 
been perfectly regular in attendance, viz: Sarah HK, Corson, In the 
winter, Ellea Bean, Kmma Corson and John HE. Corson were perfect 
in their attendance. 

DISTRICT 10, (Lang.) The appropriations for this district 
were expended in a winter and a summer school. The pupils are 
young, and none have climbed far up the hill of sctence as yet. The 
teacher of the summer school wag faithful in the discharge of her du- 
ties. Her school appeared to good advantage. The wintér term, 
under the administration of a teacher used to tutoring the “young 
idea,” progressed finely, several of the pupils showing a practical 
knowledge of such studies as they hed attended to. In the summer, 
IKate Weeks, Oscar 8. Weeks, and Nathan Weeks are noted for per- 
fect regularity ; while John H. Weeks, Nathan Weeks, Oscar Weeks 
and Frank 8. Weeks are equally regular in the winter. 

DISTRICT 11, (Woodman). The same teacher has presided 
over the educational department of thig district for the past two 
years. Ihe pupils are young, and acquainted only as yet with the 
rudiments of knowledge; but most of them manifest a desire to im- 
prove, and some progress was perceptible at the close of the winter 
term. <A ‘general feeling of weariness seemed prevalent, which is 
not to be wondered at, if their youthfulness and long term of con- 
finement to the school room be taken into consideration. The teach- 
er Was patient and industrioug in the discharge of her duties. Her 
vreatest defect in teaching consists in prompting her pupils too much. 
The summer register accords the merit of constant regularity to Chas, 
Waldron, Charles Woodman, Leroy McDaniels, Amanda Waldron, 
Kila Woodman, Lizzie Reed, Jane Woodman, Josephine McDaniels, 
Hattie Campne!l and Celia Archibaid. The winter register awares 
equal regularity to Reuben Archibald, Oharles Waldron, Charles 
Woodman, Lelia Archibald, Hattie Campnell, Lizzie Reed, and 
Amanda Waldron. 


We find the whole number of scholars attending our summer 
schools to be 808, average attendance of the same 252. The whole 
attendance of our winter schools we are unable to give, as two regis- 

ters are not returned. It is generally greater than in the summer, 
The whole rumber of scholars attending school during the year will 
be about 400, and the average amount appropriated will be about 
$2.00. Average length of summer schools 8 1-2 weeks, average 
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length of winter schools 11 1-2, average length of time devoted by 
each district to school purposes during the year, 20 weeks, ‘Tous for 
the small.sum of $2.00 about five months instruction has been afford- 
ed to each scholar in towo. And this is about the anreual cost for 
aboutse much annual instruction. It issuflicient too ; for five months 
eonfinement,to the: school room in a year is sufficient for the elastic 
limbs of youth. It is sufficient too, to enable those who rightly im- 
prove, their opportunities to acquire an education adapted to all the 
necessities of common life. 

-The irregutarity of attendance in our schools calls loudly for re- 
form, In many instances it occasions the loss of nearly half the 
term; there is little encouragement to increase and improve the fa- 
cilities for learning in our schools, if scholars are permitted to absent 
themselyes upon:the slightest pretexts. For this neglect of the ad- 
vantages afforded in a laud of free schools, parents are justly respon- 
sible. : 

The irregular times of closing our winter schools often leads to per- 
plexing difficulties to the Committee. As long as your Committee 
are required to prepare an anoual report for publication, they need 
the register of all the winter schools in season to enable them to do 
this. ‘ To accomplish this end. satisfactorily no register should be de- 
layed later than the middle of February, and yet rarely are all our 
winter schools ended at that time; in such cases the schools must 
be reported imperfectly or not at all. We theretore suggest the im- 
portance to Prudential Committees of having schools close in season 
for the teachers to make out and return their register accordingly, 
Many of our citizeas who have been accustomed to look to higher 
seminaries of learning for a better education of their children, may, 
under the pressure of present circumstances have to rely hereafter on 
the efficacy of common schools alone; for this reason they need ele- 
vating and improving, that they may accomplish the desired end. At 
a time like the present, when tke resources of our country are laid 
under heavy tribute to support the vast expenses of government, and 
when our citizens feel the necessity of practicing retrenchment and 
economy in every department of life, we cannot plead for our schools 
larger appropriations and additional pecuniary support. All we can 
do, under existing circumstances, is to render them as good as }orsi- 
ble. Pecuniary means are not the only means of support. , The com- 
mon schools of Massachusetts are tar before those of Covnecticut,not- 
withstanding the enormous school funds of the latter State. Individ- 
ual enterprise may do much ; individual co-operation still more. The 
good or ill-condition of our schools rests almost entirely upon the ac- 
tion of our citizens. (ood teachers are important to educational pro- 
gress, it is true ; but even the best effect but little unless their labors 
are encouraged and supported by the parents of their pupils. Most 
school difficulties originate beyond the limits of the school room, and 
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few parents realize the incalculable injury they inflict upon’ the’ wel- 
fare of their schools by encouraging a complaining spirit in their 
children. But we are required to be brief and must’ bring our ré- ° 
port toa close, We can only add, that the advantages of those’ who ° 
are reared among free schools can never be over-estimated or’ over.’ 
_ stated. The claims of education are upon us all; never more go 
than to-day. Whatever may be its fate or its ponditi¢nt elsewhere, 
the eause must not falter nor fail here in New England, its early | home.” 
The perpetuity of our free institutions and. our: very national exist- 
ence, are entwined with it, we think, for we have. been educated in 
the faith that upon the universal diffusion of mnowicdl ge! rests age FY 
whole political fabric of government. 

In conclusion the Committee would say that he has. srialiiade nai 
schools the usual number of times, has examined the profieieney’ ‘of. 
ihe scholars, has made such suggestion to the teachers as seemed neée- * 
essary from time to time, has tried to encourage the teacher and 
and the taught in the duties before them. 

With the hepe that these labors, imperfect though they be, may’ ve 
satisfactory to the citizens of his town, he submits the above: i aaa
